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Planners to reconsider 
Sterling Oakes

Planners last week opened a 
new public hearing for a pro- 
posed subdivision at 38-40 Rocky 
Hill Road even though they have 
denied two similar plans for the 
Site in the last three years. At 
least one neighbor has actively 
fought development of the prop- 
erty. 

The proposed development is 
on land that lies between Route 
125 and South Main Street, 
between Gould and Wildwood 
roads. 

The 11-lot subdivision propos- 
al was submitted by Richard J. 
Rubino of North Andover, who 
does business as Sterling Devel- 
opment Co. Mr. Rubino has been 
trying to build on the site since 
June of 1994. 

Proposals for a 14-lot cluster 
subdivision and later a 12-lot con- 
ventional subdivision were pre- 
viously denied by planners. Mr. 
Rubino filed an appeal of the sec- 
ond denial and as a result of a 
subsequent court settlement 
planners agreed to consider the 
new proposal. The new plan 
addresses all the concerns 
expressed by planners in deny- 
ing the last plan, according to 
Mr. Rubino. 

The proposal actually involves 
two public hearings, one for the 
definitive site plan and a second 
for a special permit for earth 
work at the site. The Board of 
Health is also reviewing the new 
proposal and was scheduled to 
review septic system designs for 
the new plan this week. 

In addition to the septic sys- 
tems, issues regarding grading, 
drainage, easements, retaining 
walls, rights-of-way and wetlands 
have been brought up by plan- 
ners. 

Richard Pangonis of 30 Linda 
Road, a neighbor, is opposed to 
the development. One of his con- 
cerns is that a portion of the land 
on which the new houses would 
be built is former wetlands. The 
wetlands were allegedly filled 
illegally, and the Department of 
Environmental Planning has 
been involved in resolving that 
dispute. The new plan would 
reconstruct wetlands to restore 
what was filled, according to Mr. 
Rubino. The land is owned by 
Alfred and Althea Morrison of 36 
Rocky Hill Road, but Mr. Rubino 
has an agreement to purchase it 
if and when his plan is approved. 

Al Buczynski, of 21 Linda 
Road, also questioned how the 
owner of the land who allegedly 
filled the wetlands could be 
allowed to profit by the sale of 
his land. , as 

At the hearing’ last week;. Mr. 
Pangonis and his daughter, Nico- 


la, a Salem attorney, questioned 
Mr. Rubino’s legal standing to 
submit the proposal, the status of 
his company and his past busi- 
ness practices. Planners pretty 
much told Mr. and Ms. Pangonis 
that they were dealing with Mr. 
Rubino as a qualified applicant. 

Frances Cooper, of 6 Rocky 
Hill Road, questioned whether 
there was a law that disallowed 
construction of a subdivision off 
a dead end street. Rocky Hill 
Road is a dead end. She also said 
she heard that the law prevented 
more than 20 houses from being 
built on the first 1,000 feet of a 
dead end road. If true, that would 
limit Mr. Rubino to 10 houses 
and prevent anyone else on 
Rocky Hill from subdividing 
their own land. Planners did not 
have an immediate answer for 
Ms. Cooper on those concerns. 

The Sterling Oakes hearings 
were continued to the Planning 
Board’s next meeting, next Tues- 
day, Feb. 25, at 8:30 p.m. Planners 
said they would try to visit the 
site before that meeting.

¢ Approved a special permit 
for a 24,631-square-foot addition 
to the Pike School on Sunset 
Rock Road. The addition will add 
classroom space and improve 
traffic flow at the school, accord- 
ing to planners. 


Southwick Estates 


* Denied a preliminary plan 
for the seven-lot Southwick 
Estates subdivision off Shaw- 
sheen Road. Several concerns 
regarding topography, wetlands, 
traffic flow and drainage were 
cited as the reasons for the 
denial. 


New Genetics building 


At their Feb. 25 meeting, plan- 
ners will vote on a site plan spe- 
cial permit for a 41,280-square- 
foot addition to an existing build- 
ing at Genetics Institute on Burtt 
Road in Lowell Junction. The 
addition would be to the rear of 
the original building on the 53- 
acre site. It would house manu- 
facturing, office, research and 
development and mechanical 
space. 

Traffic is a concern in the area 
but the new space would add no 
more than 11 trips per hour to 
the roads in the area, according 
to a traffic study contracted by 
Genetics. Planners’ concerns 
were minimal and approval is 
likely.

DOES IT PAY TO WORK PART TIME AFTER RETIREMENT? 
“Work banishes three great evils: boredom, vice and poverty.” Voltaire 

You can hardly pick up a publication for older Americans these days 
without reading about some energetic retiree who works at a part-time 
job “just for fun.” Many of us may find ourselves a little short of cash after 
picking up our groceries, prescriptions, or even hitting the shopping malls 
for holiday, wedding or birthday gifts. This is when the idea of 
supplementing Social Security and pension income Seems pretty inviting. 

Should you work after retirement? That depends. If you want to 
keep working — full or part time — past age 62 or 65, it may make sense 
to defer Social Security benefits until after you quit working. That's 
because if you eam more than a certain limit, the government will cut 
your Social Security benefit. The 1997 eamings limitation (also called the 
retirement test) is $13,500 per year or $1,125 per month if you're age 65 
through 69. It's even lower if you're under age 65 — $8,640 per year or 
$720 per month. Furthermore, if you go over the earnings cap, your 
spouse's benefits will be pared down, too. If you're age 70 or more, 
there's good news — The sky is the limit. You can make as much money 
as you wish and your benefits won't be cut. 

A monthly test for starters. If you're going to start receiving Social 
Security benefits, you may be able to get better results during your first 
calendar year of benefits by using a special rule: You can receive your 
full benefit for any month that you earn 1/12 or less of the earnings 
limitation, based on your age. If you eam even $10 more than 1/12 of 
that annual eamings limitation, benefits won't be payable for that month. 

How about investment income? Fortunately, you can get Wall Street 
to help you if you have been doing some wise investing. Income or 
capital gains you receive from your mutual funds, annuities, stocks or 
bonds isn’t counted towards the earings limitation. Neither is the money 
you might win from the lottery, or dollars you receive as gifts, 
inheritances or other pensions. 

What about working part time at a business you own? If you're an 
owner or Officer in a business that you or your family owns, you could be 
in a position to contro! the amount of eamings reported in your name. 
Thus, you may need to fumish the Social Security office with additional 
information, such as tax returns and corporate records. You won't be 
able to simply pay yourself a smaller salary to stay under the earings 
limitations. Your earings must match the amount of work you continue 
to perform.

Three new buildings 
in I-93 corridor 


At their March 11 meeting, planners will 
see a preliminary plan for a new 200,000- 
square-foot industrial building off 1776 Drive 
in West Andover. The proposal would be the 
first for a plot of land behind Grill 93 and 
along 1-93 that is owned by Marty Spagat and 
which can accommodate up to 1 million 
square feet of industrial and office space.

But she emphasized 
whatever option is selected will 
be just “a departure point” for 
further study. 

Ms. Parker said the four 
options are still loosely defined. 
These options will be presented 
to the community at a forum 
March 4 in Doherty Middle 
School’s auditorium. 

One of the options is being 
referred to as the “flex time” 
option. Students would remain 
in class longer, but teachers 
would not work any additional 
hours. 

“Basically teachers would be 
working staggered starting and 
finishing times. Their contact

with students would remain the same but the 
school day would be extended,” said Ms 
Parker. 

She said the planning team does not yet

A second option would add three to five 
minutes onto each class, while otherwise 
keeping to the current school schedule, said 
Ms. Parker. 


Blocking 

Another option, called blocking, woul 
allow for longer classes. The school day 
would be divided into 90-minute classroom 
blocks, rather than the current 42-minute 
blocks, allowing for more time on each sub 
ject. Andover is looking at a modified block- 
ing schedule, said Ms. Parker. This would 
allow some of the 90-minute blocks to be bro- 
ken into two 40- to 45-minute classes, she 
said. 

Combination of options 

A final option is a combination of other 
options, said Ms. Parker. “Some people 
would be blocked and some people would not 
be blocked,” she said. 

The teachers have about $20,000 in grant 
money available to them this summer should 
they need to do professional development or 
curriculum work to prepare for a change.

The witness behind Mr. Kalil said it 
appeared Mr. Rommel’s gray 1988 Toyota 
Camry was going 45 mph. Mr. Rummel’s 
car skidded across into the southbound 
lane, striking Mr. Kalil’s car head on. 

Officer Jack Milne was the first officer 
on the scene. Mr. Kalil was not breathing, 
so Officer Milne called for an ambulance 
and reported that he was working a “code.” 
He then began CPR. 

Meanwhile firefighters Jacqueline 
Lynch and Mr. Pelletier were finishing up 
at an accident about a mile away, near 192 
Beacon St., where a car had slid off the road 
about 15 minutes earlier. They responded to 
Officer Milne’s call and when they rounded 
a corner on North Street, just past Joseph 
Street and in view of the first crash, they 
also began to slide. The ambulance crossed 
the road, snapped a guy wire to a utility 
pole, scraped along the pole on the passen- 
ger side and continued on, finally slamming 
a tree on the driver’s side. 

Firefighter Lynch, who was driving, suf- 
fered neck, jaw and leg injuries. Firefighter 
Pelletier’s head stuck the windshield, “spi- 
dering” the glass. His knee was also 
injured. (Neither firefighter was wearing a

seat belt, and neither were Mr. Kalil nor 
Mr. Rummel wearing one.) But he was able 
to assess and stabilize his partner while 
radioing dispatch and “calmly” stating 
their situation, according to Chief Wright. 
He asked for more units to respond, then 
ran the 200 feet to the scene of the original 
accident. 

He confirmed the patient was in full car- 
diac arrest, ran back to his ambulance to 
retrieve the defibrillator and returned and 
took control of CPR from Officer Milne. He 
continued to direct EMTs arriving at the 
scene and with his help they loaded the 
patient into the second Andover ambu- 
lance. Firefighter Pelletier was continuing 
CPR in the ambulance, ready to leave for 
the hospital, when Chief Wright ordered 
him to transfer care of the patient to others 
on the scene and to be assessed for his own 
injuries. 


Mr. Kalil was later pronounced dead at 
Lawrence General Hospital. 

Firefighter Pelletier was treated and 
released for a head and leg injury. Firefight- 
er Lynch was placed in the back of her own 
ambulance for treatment until a Tewksbury 
ambulance arrived to take her to the hospi-

The chief also said he did not think the 
outcome would have been any different for 
Mr. Kalil even if the ambulance had arrived 


without incident. 
“I feel comfortable that the efforts made 


on his behalf were satisfactory,” the chief 


said. 

An autopsy found that Mr. Kalil died 
from a ruptured aorta as a result of the acci- 
dent. 


Medal of Valor 

Chief Wright said Firefighter Pelletier 
was limping and had an “egg” on his fore- 
head from the crash when the chief relieved 
him from duty so that he could be exam- 
ined. 

The chief said he will ask selectmen to 
allow him to present the Medal of Valor to 
Firefighter Pelletier at the Board of Select- 
men’s Feb. 24 meeting. 

Firefighter Pelletier joined the depart- 


ment April 3, 1995. He is an Army veteran of 


Desert Storm. 
$110,000 ambulance 

The ambulance was just purchased new 
in 1995 for $110,000. Chief Wright said it will 
probably need at least $50,000 in repairs, but 
that it may be totaled if the frame is bent. It 
is insured to some extent, he said, but he 
wasn’t sure if all the costs would be covered 
by the town’s insurance. 

“We can always replace vehicles. People 
are a very expensive and precious commod- 
ity and, fortunately, our people are OK,” the 
chief said.

and found he liked it here.

I have lived on Rocky Hill Road for 
11 years. My husband grew up ina 
house down the street, his father grew 
up a little further down the street.

Rocky Hill and Linda roads are a 
community within a community.

No 
one objects when a hoard of children 
come roaring through, disturbing the 
evening. We do Little League, softball, 
Daisy’s, attend PTO meetings, volun- 
teer at our schools, and are active in 
town. I think we're a pretty average 
bunch: teachers, local business owners, 
professionals and non-professionals. 
We're certainly not the richest people 
around, but kind of ordinary, looking 
out for our families, our friends, and 
always, our neighbors.

¢ When I pray I almost always begin 
with the list of things for which I am 
grateful.

In a time when communities 
everywhere worry about the messages 
children receive, this astounds me. 

Town officials are often referred to 
as “town fathers.”

I 
would urge town officials to reflect 
back on that, to consider the messages 
they send to residents, and would-be 
developers regarding how seriously the 
law is respected in Andover.

Sterling Development 
proposal calls for a 
hydrological study

I have read the letter by Peter Wood 
that appeared in the Feb. 13 issue of the 
Townsman. [“Rocky Hill Road resident 
wants hydrological study done there,” 
page 31.] That letter is in regard to the 
Sterling Development Company’s pro- 
posal to build 11 homes at the top of 
Rocky Hill Road. 

‘IT am not an abutter to that property, 
but I am a resident who uses Main 
Street, Route 28. When there is a flow of 
water from Linda Road and Rocky Hill 
Road crossing Main Street there is 
potential for accidents from lessened 
steering control and lost braking capac- 
ity. from wet brakes. Any aggravation 
of this existing problem should not be 
accepted. 

Mr. Wood’s suggestion of a hydrolog- 
ical study to assess the effect of the 
reduced ground area’s ability to absorb 
water seems reasonable to me. If that 
has not been done because the town 
does not have applicable funds, I 
believe it should behoove the develop- 
ment applicant to provide such a study 
as a part of his application.The inter- 
ests of those abutters and neighbors 
who could suffer from wet basements 
and possible septic system problems 
because of changed water table level 
certainly deserve consideration. A 
hydrological study would be the way to 
do that.

The school’s Strategic Planning 
Team is looking for a way to add edu- 
cational time to Andover High School 
students’ school days. 

The Education Reform Act of 1993 
mandates that high school students 
have to spend a certain amount of 
time in school, beginning next year. 

Planners are looking at several 
options: 

* Extend the school day. 

- Flex time: Students would remain 
in class longer, but teachers would 
not work any additional hours. 
Teachers would work Staggered start- 
ing and finishing times. 

* Add three to five minutes onto 
each class, while keeping a similar 
school schedule. 

* Blocking: The school day would 
be divided into 90-minute classroom 
blocks, instead of the current 42- 
minute blocks. 

* A combination of options. Some 
Students and teachers would be 
“blocked,” some would not. 

Those are some good options. 

What we are worrying about is the 
possibility that the teachers’ contract 
will knock out one option - a longer 
school day. 

The issue is specifically mentioned 
in the current teachers’ contract as 
yart of a section on how the schools 
would deal with time requirements 
in 1996. In it, there is a sentence that 
Says, “In making its decisions, the 
School Committee wil] make every 
reasonable effort to choose a plan 
that does not include extending the 
teacher day.” 

Why? Because the teachers’ union 
is powerful, that’s why. But why 
Should others work more hours and 
teachers be eliminated from such an 
option? If a longer school day makes 
the best sense, then teachers will 
have to work a few more minutes 
each day. 

We feel sure that good, reasonable 
and excellent teachers would be will- 
ing to work a few more minutes a day 
to comply with the Education Reform 
Act.

Religion: Why don’t we talk about it?

Not too many people talk about 
religion. They puypemees Sees 
may say they go 
to church, or 
that church or 
temple is impor- 
tant to them, but 
people don’t 
often talk about 
religious experi- 
ences, 

In the news- 
room recently ‘ 
we were talking about so-called 
“religion” stories. We run very few 
of them. We write about new rabbis 
or ministers; or about priests leaving 
to go to other parishes. We write 
about a new temple being built. 

But we don’t write about what 
religion means to us, to you, to this 
community. 

I wonder why. 

On staff here, some of us think we 
should run more religion stories. In 
fact, we’ve asked the Andover Clergy 
Association if we could come toa 
meeting soon to talk about what 
kinds of religion Stories we could 


and should be writing. We thought 
they might point us in a good direc- 
tion. 

Someone else on staff said religion 
stories can be boring. And I agree 
with that. They can. But religion is 
not boring. In fact, if religion is 
important to you, not only is it not 
boring, it’s downright the center of 
your life. 

I think one of the problems is that 
some people who have “gotten reli- 
gion” have tried to cram it down oth- 
ers’ throats and have turned off a lot 
of people. Religion, snake oil, exer- 
Cise, a just-released movie or book — 
whatever the subject — no one wants 
to be told it’s the best or the most 
essential or something you can’t live 
without or the only way to go. 

The problem, I believe, is vulnera- 
bility. Not everyone is spiritual. Not 
everyone believes in God. Religion is 
very personal. If I tell you what reli- 
gion does for me, then maybe you'll 
think I’ve lost it; you might be turned 
off. 

But, the older I get, the more vul- 
nerable I am willing to be. In other 
words, I am more secure at this age, 


and if you don’t want to take in what 
I have to say, that’s fine; I don’t 
mind. I assume (sometimes incor- 
rectly) that you’ll give me the space 
to have my opinion, just as I will 
grant you yours. 

Afterall, I’ve talked and written 
about having breast cancer. Can I be 
a lot more vulnerable than that? 

So why do I go to church? Why do 
I say prayers every day, often two or 
three times a day? Can I claim that 
my prayers have been answered? 
And how can there be a God if there 
is so much evil in the world? Aren’t I 
angry that I’ve been so sick? Was 
that punishment for ill deeds? 

Here are a few answers: 

¢ When I acknowledge God in my 
life, when I keep up with my prayers, 
I am much more relaxed, centered 
and functioning at a better level. 

¢ When I acknowledge a being 
higher than myself, I experience 
huge relief. I remember that it is not 
I who am in charge; that I am not 
responsible for how all this comes 
out, and that I can just take a step at

construction project. Following anoth- 
er visit Feb. 13, she sent another memo 
detailing nine other items.

Mr. Penney said the problems at the 
High School are worse now than they 
were on May 1, 1995. Asked who was 
responsible for things getting worse at 
tho High Schoo, Mr Penney ecaid, “I 
don’t have the power to fire the con- 
tractor over there.

ing there was “a reckless abandon of 
public health and safety considera- 
tions and a wanton disregard for com- 
pliance with basic life, health and safe- 
ty procedures” at the High School site, 
and tu a lesser degree at the South 
School site. 

“I think (things at the High School) 
are worse now, if anything,” Mr. Pen- 
ney said Wednesday morning. “There 
have been several incidents even in 
the last few months. There’s debris 
falling from one floor to another and 
releases of gas and dust. 

“It’s been a continuous baby-sitting 
problem” for several town depart- 


ments, he said. 


Mr. Penney also charged there is not 


enough interaction between architects 
Earl R. Flansburgh + Associates, 
“highly paid” consultant Mead Con- 
sulting and members of town depart- 
ments. 


Mr. Penney said changes are made 
in the field and on drawings but per- 


mits are not pulled and town depart- 


ments are not informed until well after 
the fact. . 

“It wouldn’t happen in any other 
industry in town. It wouldn’t happen 
with Raytheon. It wouldn’t happen 
with Genetics Institute,” he said. 


Building inspector finds violations at Andover High

Kaija Gilmore, the town’s building 
inspector, found several building, fire 
and safety code violations at the 
Andover High School construction pro- 
ject during her daily walks through the 
site in the last two weeks. They include 
a stairway to the cafeteria that is unus- 
able because it is not structurally 
sound, ceilings that are too low, door, 
window and wall construction that is 
not up to code, and several fire haz- 
ards. 

The violations are detailed in two 
memos she sent to Buzz Stapczynski, 
town manager, Feb. 10 and 13, and ina 
letter she sent to the project architect 
Feb. 10. 

The most serious of the items men- 
tioned appear to be: 

* “Repairs to the ‘bridge’ struc- 
ture and access stair in the cafeteria. 
This bridge has been taken out of ser- 
vice due to its (questionable) structural 
integrity”; 

* Regarding modifications to the 
smoke evacuation system in an 
entrance lobby and adjoining spaces: 
“The certificate of occupancy to this 
segment of the building was issued on 
certain conditions, namely that addi-

tional smoke detectors be installed” 
that would activate fans. “In Septem- 
ber 1996 the Andover Fire Chief 
requested that these repairs be com- 
pleted in due time not to exceed a cou- 
ple of weeks, however, nothing has 
been done to date. Please note that this 
is an occupied building for which the 
system is required. Please note further 
that the system now in place does not 
meet the requirements of the State 
Building Code”;
